The engine was used for thresh- 
ing, sawing and other jobs on the 
farm where portable power was 
required, and was usually hauled 
around by a two-horse team. It 
has a vertical boiler. 


Because the danger of. fire from 
flying sparks was great in the 
harvest fields when fire was used 
to produce steam power, the man- 
ufacturers of the Watrous Cham- 
pion devised a special fireproof 
spark arrestor. Employing a 
screen and vat of water to stop 
sparks from escaping onto the 
straw stack or stubble, the com- 
pany succeede@ in’ perfecting the 
only really satisfactory fireproof 
engine of the day. Its merits were 
well-known at the time, and have 
been tested and compared with 
similar engines of the day which 
also claimed to have foolproof 
spark arrestors. 


Fred Leigh, one of the workers 
in the museum’s repair and re- 
storation shop located just back 
of the display area, says it was 
“quite a job to bring the Cham- 
pion back to running order.

Argentine map makers have 
wiped Juan D. Peron off the face 
of their country. 

Since the overthrow of the dic- 
tator in 1955, almost. a thousand 
place names -have been changed 
in the nation he ruled.

The elimination of Peron from 
his country’s geography .is shown 
on a new map of southern South

The map, second in the Society’ 8 
program that will culminate in a 
new atlas of the world, shows 
many other changes. in the bur- 
geoning countries of the south. 

Ushuaia, Argentina, for exam- 
ple, has had to give up its title 
as the world’s southernmost town.

Some 350 persons live there, 28 
miles from Ushuaia, and 680 miles

News Report 
From Edmonton 


EDMONTON—The recent ses- 
sion of the Legislature ended 
with the Alberta. political - pic- 
ture in its most mixed-up state 
in years. 

It ended with the prospect of 
only one more session before a 
general election. The vote will 
almost ‘certainly be ‘held next 
year — probably in the sum- 
mertime — unless Premier Man- 
ning decides to remain in of- 
fice for the full five-year term. 

Recent developments must be 
making it tough for him to de- 
cide just what is the best course 
of action. For example, the 
overwhelming success of ‘the 
Progressive Conservatives om 
March 31 leaves room for plenty 
of speculation on what can be 
expected in the next provincial 
vote. So far, there’s no sign of 
a definite trend. 

Will the Tories be able to ex- 
tend their federal success to the 
provincial field? Some. observ- 
ers say yes, while others say no. 

History would appear to be on 
the side of those who say no. 
Over the years in Canada, the 
party in power federally has 
tended to*fade out provincially. 
The shortage of Liberal provin- 
cial governments after the long 
Liberal hold on Ottawa seems to 
bear that out. 

If Alberta and the rest of the 
country run true to form, it 
would appear. unlikely that the 
Conservatives will start toppling 
provincial governments right 
and left. 


What of the Tory chances in 
Alberta? With a strong provin- 
cial organization, which they 
lack at present, they could gain 
some seats. At the moment they’- 
re looking for a leader, and with 
a good man in the slot they. could 
improve their position.’ Party 
bigwigs are talking about ‘the 
possibility of Agriculture ‘Minis- 
ter Douglas Harkness leaving the 
federal field to take over the 
provincial leadership. That 
would almost certainly add at 
least one seat to the three they 
now hold. Art Smith, Calgary, 
who quit the Legislature to run 
federally, also has been men- 
tioned. 


There’s another factor which 
could work -against the Tories. 
Many Albertans were a bit start- 
‘led to see the huge Tory major- 
ity which’ resulted from _ the 
March 31 vote, and were even 
more startled to see Alberta 
swing entirely over to-the Tor- 
ies. This could result in a reac- 
tion against Conservatism pro- 
vincially. : 

The final factor is the per- 
formance’ of the Conservatives 
in Ottawa. The big unanswered 
question is whether John Dief- 
enbaker will be as popular a 
year from now as he was on 
March 31. 


If you regard a Conservative 
upset as unlikely in, Alberta, it 
leaves the Social Credit and Lib- 
eral parties to fight for the: 
spoils. 

As for Social Credit, there is 
no sign of widespread dissatis- 
faction with the Manning admin- 
istration. On the other hand, 
things such as municipal unrest 
over provincial aid could be a 
factor, The premier’s admission 
that natural gas prices are bound 
to increase could be used as a 
weapon by the Opposition part- 
ies. 

A major question that only an 
election will answer is the real 
public attitude toward the oil 
and gas dividend program: Op- 
position politicians are convinc- 
ed the majority of Albertans re- 
gard the giveaway program as 
a mistake. If this is true, it 
could lose votes for Social Cred- 
it instead of gain votes, 

As for the Liberals, they think 
they have a good chance of top- 
pling Social Credit this time 
around, 

If the federal swing from Lib- 
eralism to Conservatism was the 
result of people just being plain 
tired of the same old names in 
public life, then the Liberals 
might cash in on the same pub- 
lic feeling provincially. 

High-ranking Liberals feel 
they will need anew, powerful 
leader to pull it off for. them. 
The popular choice right now is 
Edmonton’s” Mayor William 
Hawrelak. Some say_the job is 
his if he decides to take it. 

Hawrelak should go over well 
with city voters, but at the same 
time he has a pioneér farming 
background which could put him 
in good with the rural voters.

In the half-dozen years Dr. Hof- 
fer and his team have experiment- 
ed with these drugs they have 
been able to establish two impor- 
tant facts: .that schizophreni¢e 
body fluids differ from normal 
fluids,-and that adrenochrome .can 
produce, psychological changes. A 
third) major contribution will ‘be 
the forthcoming publication of a 
method of manufacturing a stable 
adrenochrome substance. Biochem- 
ists have long considered that 
adrenochrome was inherently un- 
stable, and therefore unsuited to 
any consistent researth. ‘This 
problem stalled the Saskatchewan — 
research for three or four years, 
until finally Dr. Ronald Heacock 
and Dr. Nail Payza were able to 
synthesize an adrenochrome which 
is crystaline and stable. Other re- 
search groups in Sweden, Switzer- 
land and, England, as well as in 
the’ United States and Canada are 
working along parallel lines— 
many of them collaborating with 
the Saskatchewan doctors in test- 
ing the drugs. 

About half of all hospital beds : ‘ 
in Canada are filled with mental ; 
patients, and schizophrenia ac- 
counts for roughly half again of 
our mentally ill—thus. a stagger- 
ing total of. one quarter of the 
people in hospitals, any’ hospitals, 
are schizophrenics. Although some 
treatments have helped. some. pa- 
tients, no proven cause or cure of 
schizophrenia has yet. been found. 

Many years of research may yet- 

prelude. the final break through. 

But if the Saskatchewan scien- 

tists, or their co-workers in other 7 
research centers, do: find ‘M” sub- 
stance, and prove it to be the vil- 
lain in schizophrenia, then this 
dread destroyer will be controlled 
like diabetes and other biochemi-

Section 56 (a) sections 1 and 2 of the Vehicles and High- 
way Traffic Act are quoted here to acquaint the driving 
‘ public with the laws respecting. School Busses: 


56(a) 1. When a conveyance’ 


which bears either the sign 


“School Bus” or “School Van” has stopped to re- 
ceive or discharge passengers no driver of a vehicle 
shall overtake and pass such conveyance until all 
persons who are about to enter or leave the same 
are safely clear of the path of the vehicle. 


2. When a conveyance which bears the sign “School 


Bus” or “School Van” 
charge passengers no 
ing from the opposite 


has stopped to receive or dis- 
driver of a vehicle approach- 
direction shall pass such con- 


veyance at a speed greater than twenty five miles 


per hour. 


When a school bus has stopped to discharge child- 
ren, the drivér approaching the bus from behind 
must stop and not proceed until if is. safe to do so. 


Likewise the driver 


approaching from the front 


must reduce his speed at least to the required limit 


— more if necessary.
